THE FARMERS 1 PLATFORM 

(Published by Request) 

1.—A League of Nations as an international 
organization to give permanence to the world’s 
peace by removing old causes of conflict. 

2. —We believe that the further develope* 
ment of the British Empire should be sought 
along the lines of partnership between nations 
free and equal, under the present governmental 
system of British constitutional authority. We 
are strongly opposed to any attempt to cen¬ 
tralize imperial control. Any attempt to set 
up an independant authority with power to 
bind the Dominions, whether this authority be 
termed parliament, council or cabinet, would 
hamper the growth of responsible and inform¬ 
ed democracy in the Dominions. 

The Tariff 

3. —Whereas Canada is now confronted with 
a huge national war debt and other greatly in¬ 
creased financial obligations, which can be most 
readily and effectively reduced by the develop¬ 
ment of our natural resources, chief of which 
is agricultural lands 

And whereas it is desirable that an agri¬ 
cultural career should be 'made attractive 
to our returned soldiers and the large antici¬ 
pated immigration, and owing to the fact 
that this can best be accomplished by the de¬ 
velopment of a national policy which will 
reduce to a minimum the cost of production 

And whereas the war has revealed the amaz¬ 
ing financial strength of Great Britain, which 
has enabled her to finance, not only her part 
in the struggle, but also to assist in financing 
her Allies to the extent of hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of pounds, *his enviable posh ion being 
due to the free trade policy which has enabled 
her to draw her supplies freely from every quar¬ 
ter of the globe and consequently to undersell 
her competitors in the world’s market, and 
because J his policy has m>c only been profitable 
to Great Britain, but has greatly strengthened 
the bonds of the Empire by facilitating trade 
between the Motherland and her overseas do¬ 
minions—we believe that in the best interests 
of the Empire and of Canada would be served 
by reciprocal action on the part of Canada 
through gradual reductions on the tarriff on 
Brit.ish imports, having for it’s object closer 
union and a better understanding between Can¬ 
ada and the Motherland, and at the same time 
bringing about a gre^t reduction in the cost of 
living to our Canadian people: 

Fosters Combines 

And whereat*.. the Protective Tarriff has, fos¬ 
tered* combines, trusts. ,iud ‘gentlemen's agree¬ 
ments’ in almost every line of Canadian in-' 

dustrial enterprize, by means of which the 
people of Canada, both urban and rural, have 
been shamefully exploded through the elim¬ 
ination of competition, the ruination of many 
of our smaller industries and the advancement 
of prices on practically all manufactured goods 
to the full extent permitted by the tarriff: 

And whereas ^agriculture—the basic industry 
upon which the success of all other industries 
primarily depends—is unduly handicapped 
throughout. Canada as shown by the declining 
rural population in both Eastern and Western 
Canada, due largely to the greatly increased 
cost of agricultural implements and machinery, 
cloihing, boots and shoes, building material 
and practically everything the farmer has <o 
buy, caused by the Protective Tariff,so that 
it is becoming impossible for farmers general¬ 
ly under normal conditions, to carry on farm¬ 
ing operations profitably; 

And whereas the Prtective Tariff is the most 
wasteful and costly method ever designed for 
raising national revenue, because for every clol* 
lar obtained thereby for the public treasury at 
least three dollars pass inlo the pockets of Ihe 
privileged classes at the expense of the masses, 
thus making ihe rich richer and the poor 
poorer; \ 

And whereas the Protective Tariff has beert 
and is a chief corrupting influence in ous na¬ 
tional life because the protected interests, in 
order to maintain their unjust privileges, have 
contributed lavishly to political and campaign 
funds, thus encouraging both political parties 
to lok to them for support, thereby lowering 
the standard of public morality. 

Definite Tariff Demands 

Therefore be it resolved that the Canadians 
Conucil of Agriculture, representing the or¬ 
ganized farmers of Canada, urges that as a 
means of remedying these evils, and bringing 
about much needed social and economic reforms, 
or tarriff laws should be amended as follows— 

a—By an immediate and substantial all¬ 
round reduction of the customs tarriff. 

b—By reducing the customs duty on goods 
imported from Great Britian to one half the 
rates charged under the general tarriff, and 
that further gradual uniform reductions be 
made in the remaining tarriff on British im¬ 
ports that will ensure complete Free Trade 
between Great Britain and Canada within five 
years 

c—That the Reciprocity Agreement of 1911 
which still remains on the United States sta- 
ute boks, be accepted by the parliament of 
Canada. 

d—That all food stuff not included in the 
Reciprocity Agrement be placed on the Free 
List. 

f—that all tarriff concessions granted to

Mortgage Co , and in accordance with 
the Seed Grain Act this was referred 
to the Loan Co. to handle. 

Roads 

The proposed road to Learig School 
came up for discussion again, and was 
left over until next meeting, mean¬ 
while a sub-committee was instructed 
to inspect the location. 

A petition from ratepayers in 45-26- 
3 was handed in asking for $200 to be 
expended in improving the road on the 
west side of sections 30 and 31, the 
lands being fenced on either side and 
the road impassable, a slough inter¬ 
fering. 

This was left till next meeting, and 
councillor to inspect meanwhile. 

It was resolved that the rate of 
pay for road work be the same as 
last year. 

It was resolved that in accordance 
with the amended Municipal Act the 
Councillors indemnity fees be raised 
from $3 to $4 per day and the reeve 
from $4. to $5 per day, Councillor 
Graham objecting. 

It was resolved that the Council 
authorize the Reeve and Secretary to 
borrow from Banks the sum of $10000 
for surrent Municipal expenditure and 
( $10000 for school levies and $4000 for 
Telephone levies, $14000 had been 
borrowed for Seed Grain advances 
authorized by the Seed Grain Act.

An account of $409 having been in¬ 
curred for attendance on the late Ed. 
W u If rum at sho Ko/al 'Alexandra 
Hospital, the Council, without admit- 
ing any responsibility, agreed to pay 


the sum of $100 towards the account. 

Several accounts for hospital atten¬ 
dance on maternity cases were passed, 
subject to the number of days charged 
being made conformable to the max¬ 
imum of 21 days agreed upon by the 
conference of the Municipalities con¬ 
cerned. 

A Hospital charge was handed in | 
for attendance on a noh resident, this 
being referred back to the Hospital 
Board, the matter concerning an ad¬ 
joining Municipality. 

It was resolved to order 500 doses 
of Blackleg Filtrate and 3 Syringes. 

Dr. Folkins account for attendance 
on influenza patients was dealt with. 
The charges were for quarantining and 
disinfection etc. The advice of the 
Department had been sought as to re¬ 
sponsibility, the reply being that the 
Council were not responsible, unless 
some agreement had been made with 
the Doctor. It appeared that only in 
cases of real destitution were the 
council liable. But an agreement 
having been made with the Dr. in 
this case it was ultimately decided to 


pay the account amounting to $291, 
but to inform him that as from Janu¬ 
ary 1st last, all charges made by him 
must be collected by himself. 

Pending the Completion of the Pub¬ 
lic Health Bye Law it was decided 
that each Councillor act as a Public 
Health Inspector in his own territory 
and the Reeve to act as such in the 
Municipality generally. These In¬ 
spectors to act in conjunction with the 
Medical Health Officers in cases of 
emergency. 

Accounts were approved for pay¬ 
ment amounting to $4000, including 
$500 for Gopher Poison; $2400 for 
Seed Grain advances; Bank Interest 
charges $890; Chauvin Chronicle $35 - 
Burial costs charged to t-state $SG; 
Hospital charges $103.50; Health ac¬ 
count $291-

THE FLOWER GARDEN 

BY M. J. TINLINE B.S.A. 

Supt., Scott Experimental Farm. 

Three factors used in ornamental 
gardening are trees, shrubs and flow¬ 
ers- Of these the flowers are no 
doubt the most interesting to the av¬ 
erage amateur gardener. The flowers 
may be divided into three classes, per¬ 
ennials, those that have to be started 
in the hotbed and the annual flowers 
that can be sown out of doors. For 
the most part the flowers grown in 
northwestern Saskatchewan are an¬ 
nuals that are sown out of doors. 

On the Scott Station a large num¬ 
ber of flowers are tested out each 
season and the following list is given 
that will grow in the open. No at 
tempt is made to describe the appear¬ 
ance of these flowers since this in¬ 
formation can be secured from any 
seed catalogue.

Lectures, concerts, 
sing songs, instruction re Government repatriation plans, and 
Sunday Services. 

2. Red Triangle comforts and facilities for the men on ar¬ 
rival at Halifax, St. John, Quebec and Montreal, including cof¬ 
fee stalls, with free drinks, free eatables, cigarettes, candies, etc. 

3. Red Triangle men on every 
troop train to provide regularly 
free drinks, eatables and cigarettes, 
organize games and sing songs, and 
furnish information. 

4. Red Triangle free canteen 
service, information bureau, etc., 
at each of the 22 Dispersal centres 
in Canada. 

5. Red Triangle Clubs in the 
principal cities of Canada in the 
shape of large Y.M.C.A. hostels to 
furnish bed and board at low rates 
and to be a rendezvous for soldiers.
